Dr. Moore chose for his subject “ The 
Potency of Man. ' basing hi? sermon 
upon Genesis 32:2''—“ For thou 
hast 
had power with God and with man and 
hast prevailed ." 
Among other things the speaker said 
that for man with his lim itations to 
have power w ith God whose aptitudes 
know only infinity may seem at first 
s L h t very rem arkable. 
To argue that a person may so w ill 
and act that the Deity w ill do what he 
would not have done had the individ­ 
ual not done as ho did. may look liko 
m aking the H uier of the universe the 
sport 
of the changeful 
fancies and 
caprice of man. 
But we must not for­ 
got that God docs not rule his in te lli­ 
gent creatures a rb itra rily, 
but by a 
moral law, because we are moral be* 
in_r? “ An act is rendered moral by two 
thing?; 1st that it is voluntary. 2nd that 
it ha? respect to some law 
which de- 
term ins it to be good or bad. 
W e as free and responsible agents 
stand before the mandates of the C rea­ 
tor to improve or defeat them as we 
I may elect. 
God has pledged himself 
to do certain things on conditions as 
we meet certain requirements. 
He 
who acquaints himself 
with and is 
obedient to the edicts of nature and re­ 
ligion i? bound to triumph. 
So it is 
that we have power with God by know­ 
ing and acting in accordance with his 
laws. 
Obedience is the parent of tri 
umph while disobedience throws open 
the floodgates of confusion and lands 


! it? subjects in anarchy. 
The preacher went on to show that 
! man had power with God in the domin­ 
ion of nature. 
In this m aterial uni­ 
verse there are natural laws which are 
as divine as those in the Holy Bib le 
only they pertain to physical and not 
directly to moral things. 
Those who 
knew 
and subscribe 
to these laws 
put the duty where he must, to be con­ 
sistent, bring certain consequences to 


pass. 
Dr. 
Moore made this 
point 
very 
strong by a wealth of illustration drawn 
from nature and the natural sciences 
He pointed out how steam, electricity, 
sound, heat, water and air, etc., had 
been m arshalled at m an’s command to 
m inister to our comfort and refine­ 
ment. 
The power of growth and m ul­ 
tiplication lies in the common forces of 
nature and we can utilize it in propor­ 
tion to the number of acres we cultivate 


and sow. 
The m inister went on to demonstrate 
how we could defeat the D ivine pur­ 
pose. 
C hrist did not many m ighty 
works because of the unbelief of the 
people 
at 
N azarath. 
Gravitation^ 
growth, christilization or any natural 
law that we come in contact with can 
be defeated by an act of 
the human 


1 will. 
This same principle was considered 
in relation to man as a thinking being 
j 
In this realm a different system of 
prevail. 
H ere we ascend from the j 
dominion of physics or natural philoso- 
| phy, to the realm of metaphysics or 
mental philosophy. 


It is here that the laws of logic and 
not gravitation 
nor 
law of growth 


j obtains. 
The speaker distinguished 
] between the instincts 
and 
the mind 
proper. 
The former does not adm it 
of improvement while the latter doe?. 
The mind .?hall never cease to rise, 
through all eternity. 
The illustrations drawn from many 
sources to establish this point were 
apt, convincing and numerous. 
It was 


j evinced beyond a reasonable doubt 
that here too man 
has power with 
God by meeting the 
conditions of 


mental laws. 
Another step upward was taken and 
the preacher affirmed that man ha? 
power with God 
in the Em pire of 
morals. 
If this is not true then the 
chain i? broken at the most expensive 


point. 
Here we ascend the scale from men­ 
tal 
philosophy 
to ethics or 
moral 
philosophy. 
This deals 
with 
our 


i ideas of right and wrong, our duties 
to God, our neighbor and ourselves. 
There are moral mandat'*» and if we 
would know whether religion is real 
or not we must submit to it on the 
basis on which it proposes to prove 
itself to us. 
These conditions are re ­ 
pentance, faith, love, prayer, worship 
The faith faculty i? a native element 
of our make-up and is expressed in all 
th e w a U s o f life. 
W hen it 
goes out 
towards religion it becomes saving or 
justifying faith. 
P ra y e r does not sup­ 
pose the arre-ting of natural laws not 
of man dictating a time of action for 
God i? not so imprisoned 
to his own 
laws that he cannot get loose to hear 
the prayer of >bis child. 
A ny argu­ 
ment used against prayer can be used 
with equal force again-t free agency 
and the laws of the universe. 
Intellig ent obedience to 
religious 
laws brings to us a religious triumph 
and reality. 
Therefore a Christian 


m a n ’s knowledge of his religion, hope 
dec. i? as real and certain a? his unuer- 


perishable and m aterial Savior. 
T h e 
mind ha? it? ideas, the im rpishable. 
and spiritual and 
has its im m ortal 
and 
Divine Christ. 
These are all 
great facts and not fancies. 
The text 
says .1 a cob has power with men. 
O ur 
power over men is measured by the 
magnitude of the t>os?essions we have 
obtained from any realm in which we 
have operated whether financial, poli­ 
tical, scientific, social or religous. 
G reat scintiests. 
social 
reformers 
etc, always have power over men 
to 
influence and shape their belief. 
The speaker closed by exhorting the 
Assembly to appreciate their dignity 


and possibilities. 
The concert by Freeport talent was 
given under the auspices of Prof. Geo. 
Abraui Sm ith.

The mere ra pidity of move­ 
ment is not m itself suthcient to bring 
about this “ shortness of brea th,’’ as it 
is fa m ilia rly known, hut must be a c­ 
companied by intense muscula r effort 
in order to produce it, ;ui.l may, there­ 
fore, be attributed to general muscular 
fatigue. 
When a ruler begins to feel a 
wea kness of this kind, he should at once 
reduce his puce, or dismount and rest, 
m a king at the same time a practice of 
brea thing through the nose w ith slow 
exha la tions through the mouth

The follow ing story of Da wfuskie is­ 
la nd appeared in Th*- Morning N ew s of 
J une 2-1, I kTJ, and is a ll of its early 
history that can bo found: 
“ The massacre 
of 
Bloody 
Point, 
though previous to the Revolutionary 
wa r, is still interesting as rela ting to 
the ancient history of St. Luke. 
The 
isla nds of Port Roya l and St. Helena 
were pretty thickly settled with white 
population when Hilton 
Head, Dow 
Dusky, Pinckney and the other neigh­ 
boring islands were held in possession 
by a lew isolated India ns or were a lto­ 
gether uninhabited. They formed a kind 
of neutral ground between the white 
and red men. The Indians from Georgia 
wi re in the ha bit of ma king frequent 
inroads upon the w hite settlement-', 
killing tin inha bita nts and carrying off 
wha tever plunder they could gath* r, to 
their remoter hom* - iu the farther south. 
Th* y 
formed 
large wa r parties and 
would proceed as far north as Hilton 
H 
h. Here they would skulk about till 
a fair chance offered, when they would 
cross Broad river and ravage the neigh­ 
boring settlements; hence the namt of 
Skulk creek (and not Skull, 
is now 
written}. 
“ The Indians were in the habit of re­ 
turning to Skulk creek after these in­ 
va sions and would elude pursuit among 
its numerous nooks and windings. 1 pmi 
one of these occasions, after ha ving 
committed a number * f murders and 
ha ving loa ded their canoes with w ha t­ 
ever plunder they were able to collect, 
ha ving s -cured a qua ntity of “ lire Ma­ 
te r , ” it is presumed, from the sequel, 
they pass I through 
Skulk creek on 
tin ir return south without stopping in 
their old haunts and never halted until 
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Where Wa» He? 
The Forfarshire lairds of a remote 
day were wont to go weekly to great 
Dundee, not so great then, to dine early, 
but too w ell, and rule a wa y home, not 
m every case very tit for the saddle. 
The road ran eastward for some miles 
on a height above the Tay, a steep 
grassy slope down to the Firth. 
One of 
the old gentlemen (they were gentle­ 
men) rolled off his horse and rolled 
a way down the declivity. 
The water at 
the edge wa s only a few inches deep at 
that season of the tide, and there he 
lay. 
By and by some one remarked 
that 
tlif 
laird s sa ddle 
was empty, 
though his horse was trotting on with 
the others. 
Bo the party turned back, 
looking for the missing man, and ex ­ 
cla iming: “ F.iar are ye, Ba lna wiggm? 
Faar are ye? ” 
At length a voice was 
heard, coming from far below. 
“ The 
Lord knows faar 1 am. 
But L canna be 
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th* v reached Dow Dusky, where they 
thought th- y would Lm* beyond tin* reach 
of the whites. 
“ A very strong ami determined party 
of whites went in p u rsu it. f them. 
On 
reaching Hilton ii--ad they learned from 
a fesv Indians of a friendly tribe that 
their enemies ha d not halted, but had 
proceeded on south. 
Ha ving induced 
these friendly Indians to join them as 
guides, they continued 
their 
pursuit 
farther south. 
When they had gom* on 
as far as Dow Dusky, they discovered 
from the smoke of their ca mp that the 
India ns had 
halted at the southeast 
point of th* island. 
The whites landed 
on th« * northwest portion and marched 
toward tli* ir enemies. 
The Indians had 
put all their boats a 
short distance 
up what is now known as New river, 
to a void the surf which breaks upon 
the point. 
The India ns were at the ex­ 
treme point, enjoying themselves in an 
unwonted 
round of convivia lity and 
fea sting 
The whites approached ca u­ 
tiously and stea lthily, and, ha ving got 
between the Indians and their boats, 
effectua lly cut off 
their 
retreat. 
A 
shower of bullets wa s the first intim a ­ 
tion they had of the presence of an en- 
« my. They were shot down, bayoneted, 
sabered ami were finally driven into the 
sea. 
“ The surprise wa s complete; tlie ma s­ 
sacre was drea dful; the white sands 
were crimsoned with blood, and the 
earth wa s strewn w ith wounded, dying 
and dead. 
A few, very few, escaped by 
swimming, some to the opposite marsh, 
and one swam entirely over to Tybee, a 
distance of three miles. From the dread­ 
ful carnage at this spot it reci ived the 
na me of Bloody Point, which it retains 
to this time, it being the extreme south­ 
eastern point « 't Bouth Carolina. 
After 
this decisive victory the settlements to 
the north 
Î Broad river received no 
rurtn« r molesta tion from the southern 
Indians, and soon after Hilton Head it­ 
self began t«> be settled by tlu* wlntos. 
The Indians who escaped, ha ving col­ 
lected after a l a p s e ot some time, re­ 
turned to Hilton Head, and, tinding 
only tw o of the trib e who had guid ’d 
tlu* whites in their pursuit, a venged the 
downfa ll of their ov. a tribe to destroy- 
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packages of photographs and illusirate.1
